GENERAL AND POLITICAL. 

Tho State of Manipur lie* between latitude 24" 85* and 24" 48* North and 
■nffitade 98" 10" and 94" 80* East. The area of the State ia eatimated at 7,600 
iQDBre milea : that of the valley, apart from the hill tracts, is about 670 square miles, 
I* which one-third is under Lultivation. The population, according to the census of 
Parch last, was 8,48 271 

The revenue of the last five years averages Rs 4,58,747, while the tribute paid 
ionvally to the Government of India is Rs. 60,000. 

2. His Highness Raja Ohura Ohand Singh was 26 years, 11 months, and 16 
dais old on 8 let March 191 1 His Highness is a Manipuri Kshatriya and has three 
wives— (1) Nganghom Dhana Mnujuri Jbemattha, (2) Ohingakham Sayama Sakhi, 
(8) ^gangbom Preo Sakhi. He has two sons by the second Rani and one daughter 
bj the first Rani. His first son is aged three years and his second son was born on 
S7th February 1911 

3 During the year Major General H. I'owor C. E., Commanding the Assam 
fciga^, and Colonel E. Butt, R.A.M C .Principal Medical Officer visited the State 
llr Disney the Sanitary Engineer also came to Manipur in connection with the 
STster Works Scheme.

3. During the year there was no disturbance among the Manipuris. 

7. The Hill Tribes also behaved well. There wore a few important cases report- 
M during the year, of winch only tlie following need be mentioned 

(1) A Kabul Naga was murdered ,vt the Minuthong Cantonment village, 

,iiid the suspected murderer committed suicide as men came up to 
arrest hint. Tlio headmen of the village were convicted and sentenced 
to imprisonment for concealing the names of the culprits 

(2) At Kangkap near the Chin Hills border, a Kuki was stabbed by his 

son T lie accused was arrested and punished with imprisonment. 
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^ At M&yangkbftag. in the Horth^ hilk, 2 N»g^ were stabbed 
spei^. The muntorer , who barricaded himself in bis boose 
fused to cKime out, was ewmitoally arrested and punished wiUi 
partatlon for life. 

(4) In the south-west of the State near the Caohar borderi there wm 

riot between the 2 Kuki Tillages named Sumtuk and Ngampshi^ 
with the result that aeron men of Ngampabung and one of Hunm 
were wounded. Kawa, chief of Bumtuk village, whose action brouira 
on the riot, was fined and imprisoned. 

(5) At Kalliang, in the Tangkhul hills, a Tangklml woman was kilk| 

by her co-wife. The reason for the murder was that the decesi$^ 
was suffering from swollen legs and could not work • The aecmiiL 
wa^ arrested and sentenced to death, but the sentenoe was oommatM. 
to transportation for life. 

8. Although the expedition of tlie previous year against the Xuki villages esd 
side the Eastern boundary of the State was not without its results, yet lawlessiui 
lias not altogether oeased. 

During the year under report another expedition had to be sent against the nuMH 
Southern tribes ol the unadministored Somra tract. 

The column consisted of Lt. Oolonoi J, Shakespear, 0. I E., D. 8 O., Politics; 
Agent in Manipur, Captain B. J. Fagan and Mr, O. A. U. Cooper, XVlIth. Infant^ 
Captain F. Stevenson I. M. 8., with 95 men of the XVIItlu Infantry, and 21 
of the Manipur State Military Police. I accompanied the expedition as far SH 
Somra Phuntnjt, whence I returned to inspect the Census operations in the Norths 
inlJs, Mr Cooper, who was attacked with Malaria, also returned from Somra Phunf 
tret to Imphal, while the column pushed on to Saiyapau. The Object of the pr<^ 
menade was to punish (1) Somra Phuntret (Tangkhul) for kidnapping two girls 41 
Kharasom. (2) Saiyapau (Kuki) for raiding Chammu Khunow, 

The Tangkhuls ol Sonera Phuntret, although they wore told that they would! 
not bo punished witliout their case being hoarl refused to come in, and deserted 
their village, so the village was burnt and a quantity of food stalls destroyed. 

Saiyapau submitted and surrendered 10 guns, so only a fine of Rs. lOO and twii 
years house tax whore realized from the village, in accordance with the orders of 
His Honour the Lieutenant Governor. 

These measures will, it is to be hoped, put a stop to tiie raids for some time to, 
come, but it is certain that they will not ostabhsh permanent peace on the fronthw^i 
The difficulty lu^s in the settlement of disputes between hillmen who are subjectf 
of Manipur State and the independent tribes of the unadministered tract* Tto 
latter can sue the Manipur hillmen in the Vice-President s court, but do not 
a rule do so, being probably deterred by guilty knowledge of murder and opprosaion 
carried on across tlie border. The Manipur subjects, on toe other hand have no 

rcdrcniH against independent hiJlmon. The result is that both sides take the law 

into their own hands, which frequently leads to reprisals. And in my opinion there 
18 no likelihood of u cessation of raids and abductions until the tract between Burma 
tbe Naga Hills and Manipur^ south of the Tuzu or Namtalei lliver is taken over 
by the British Government.

S Bvcry effort is being made to withdraw all unlicensed guns still remaining, 
ithe State, but the majority of those brought in during the year came from the 
i^miiiistered Tract, where guns are said to be extremely plentiful in the Kuki 
tolages.

I visited Siichar where I met 
Mr Perree the Deputy Conservator of Forests, Mr Rowbothara, 
the officer deputed to inspec; the Manipur State forests and Mr. 
Carter the Conservator, and discussea the question of the future 
working of the State forests.

ADMINISTRATION OF LAND REVENUE. 

Mr. Boileau, Private Secretary to His Higlmess tlie R ija, was m charge of the 
■»ad Revenue Office from 1st April to 15th June 1910 In the absenco of any 
itlier officer, I w is m. ch irjji from the 15th June to 20th November 1910. Moulvi 
Uiclul W ahed, Sub-Diqmty Colh'ctor, took over charge on the 27tli November 1910. 
Pho Sub- Deputy Oolhvior was on tour for 59 days. He was unable to nmke any 
rory extensive tours, as lu' was in charge of the Treasuary for a considerable portion 
if the last few months of the year. 

2 During the year under rejiort the Amms and 11 ic field staff were employed

Baring the year 1»370 bigtias of waste land were taken up for oultivatioiR 
whereas the rolinciuishinente of 1909-10 affecting the demand of the year unde 
report resulted in 3,889 bighas going out of cultivation. 

Baring the year C81 petitiom for the relinquishment of 5,009 bighas wen 
received, as against 698 petitions referring to an area of 8,889 bighas in the previou 
year. 

Tlie increiise in relinquishment is probably due to the oheapnoss of rice and th| 
large mortality among draught cattle. The same causes account for the smalbi 
area of waste land taken up for cultivation 

No land was acquired by the Manipur Company, Limitcxl, during the year. 
LAND REVENUE COLLECTION. 

3. There was no change in the system of collection One Lakpa was dts 
missed for misappropriating the Rovonue. Another was appointed an additional 
Member of the Darbar. Their places have been temporarily filled on probation bj 
Mohorers from the Land Revenue staff who have long experience in collection work^ 

The percentage of collection was 95 bl as against 96.03 in the previous yeaii 
A higher percentage might have been realised but for the extra work that fell on 
the collecting agency on account of the Census. The total Receipts were 
3,13,501, as against Rs 8,09,026 m the previous year. 

DEMAND. 

4, The current demand for the year was Rs 3,li,780, as against Rs. 8,14 619 
the previous year. 

The arrears on current demand at the close of the year were lls 12,314 and o* 
arrear demand only Rn 026. 

6. RemiHHhon . — Out of Rs. 3,182 remitted Rs. 1,737 was on account of arreaif 
and Rs. 1,445 on current demand. The increase in the remission on current demai^ 
iH due mainly to the damage done to the ria; crop by floods. 

COERCIVE MEASURES. 

(5 The only coercive mejisure employed to realize arrears of revenue was the Ba)0 
of the defaulting estate's Most of the defaulters belong to the middle claw, wto 
reside in xinphal and sublet their holdings to cultivators. Their practice has bee^| 
to avoid payment as long as possible without actually losing their holdings 
accounts for the fact that out of Ks 14 902 for which 3 447 sale cases were institutBl 
Rs 12,363 was received from the holders of the estates before the time fixed 
sale. To avoid this a small fine will in future be imposed on all pattadars not paying 
tlinir Revonuo by March 3l8t. By this means it is to be hoped that the numbsqn 
of sale cases will be largely reduci^d. Rs. 187 was realised by the sale of catatfli 
and it was found uocossary to remit Rs. 1,737, Sale oases for the realization w 
Rfi. G25 were pending at the close of the year.

sand grows. The rate will be fired when the survey at present being^ made is 
aploted. This system will encourage the Mouzadar to make good collections and 
^ endeavour to attract new settlers.

ases in the hills and annas 10 on tho houses of all Nagas and Kukis living in the 
Iley. 

I? The current demand was Ks. 69,869, as against Es. 63,573 in tho previous year. 
|Fhe increase is duo to the census which revealed all the houses which formerly evaded 
iBxation I found that among certain tribes, notably the Tangkhuls, it was usual 
io build seinudetafihed houses or rows of houses, which, though assessed as one house, 
sheltered two or more families Indeed, in one case 1 found five families living in a 
low under one roof. In future such houses will be assessed according to the number 
separate families occupying thorn. The house-list prepared from the Oenaus 
Mpers shows tho number of assessable houses as 25,36:d as against 23,*i00 in the 
^vious year.

This was tho actual 
ptfongth on the Slst March 911, as against 7 Native Officers, 17 Non-commissioned 
^ffioers, 1 Drill Instructor and 1S6 Sepoys and Buglers on the Slst March 1910, 
pirmeriy the bandsmen formed a part of the stren-^tli and were also employed as 
l^poys. They now form a separate establishment and do not carry arms. 

The force is armed with Tower muskets, but there ar(^ 26 M irtmi-Honry rifles 
Svailablo for use on expeditious or escorts- Many of llu' muskets are reported to be 
uasorvieeable and it would is will lint tliey slinuld l)e replaced by better weapons 
if tho olluieucy of the force ih to bn maiul mud 

The force is generally employed to provide guards for tho Palace, the Jail and 
IHie Revenue Office and to preserve internal peace and quel' any disturbance that may 
tfise among the liLll tnbos It also siip[dieH a Gu ird-of-Honour to His Highness tho 
Raja and escorts for him and the V'lce-Pri'sidcsnt of tho Uarbar when necessary. Under 
recent orders of Government tho escorts for treasure sent to and from tho Imphal 
Treasury between Imphal and Kohima are provided from the Military police.

Naba Kanta Sin^h continued to hold charge as Subadar Uajor during the yo|i 
The coat of maintenance of the foroo during the year was Rs, 30,4-19, as oornpam 
with Rs 2!i,742 in the previoixa year, the increase being due to the larger establi^ 
ment. General Bower, when ho viaited Inaphal, inspected the Manipur 
Military Police and expressed himself very pleased with the drill and turno|| 
of the corps. The men that accompanied the punitive column to Somra PhuntM 
and Saiyapau did their part very creditably. 

S. Nago FoUce — The two small Naga thanas on the Kohima road each oo^ 
taining, as in the previous year, one lload Constable and four Constables wm 
maintained during the year. Their Presence has had an excellent effect in dimini 
shing the number of thefts on the road by Nagas and others. The Naga Police ail 
under tho Vice-President of the Barbar. 

Civil Police -The Police Member of the Darbar was in charge of the GifU 
police throughout the year 

Tlie Civil Police force consists of one 8ub Inspector, four Head constableSf twi 
Writer Constables and 21 Constables. Of the four Hoad Constables, one is a OurkM 
and three Manipuris. Tlie two Writer Constables are Manipuris. Thb cOnatabl^ 
arc armed with batons only. 

There is only oco thana in the valloy, situated at I mphal. There is an outpour 
at Sengmai in the north of the valley to preserve order in the neighbouring Ourkhd^ 
settlements and another at Tairelpokpi on the Cneliar bridle path, which, iS 
addition to policing tlio road, ia employed as a chock-station for controlling the oxpoil 
of cattle. A t hana is in course of construction at Jirighat on the Cachar bordtd 
and on its completion the Tairelpokpi outpost will be strengthened and transfericw 
there. 

During the yf^r one murder took place in Implial. The suspected pertOb| 
absconded and has not yet been traced. No cases of Robbery were reported during 
the year, but there was an increase in the number of thefts and bnrglariefe. Catt^l 
theft also is still far too prevalent. 

A great many offences remained undetected and the proportion of conviotioni 
to arrests was very small. This does not redound much to the credit of the Policel 
But nt the same time their small numbers must be remembered in their favour. 

The ratio of the regular Police force to the population of the volley is very 
insignificant, but if choukidars are included, the ratio becomes 1 : 924. There is onlv 
one policeman in every 2*8 square miles of the valley. 

The cost of the body during the year was Rs. 10,637, as compared with 
8,680 in the previous year. The increase is partly due to the expenditure of Rif 
1,100 towards the cost of ilie now station at Jirighat. A sum of Its. 228 mcluded 
under the liead Police was spent in maintaining an outpost at Kaithemabi 
checking the export of rice,

morly tlo* d-a islori of llKt J)arl>ar was llnal and irrevocable* But by the revised rules 
tor tlie management of the Manipur State His fiigfaiieis the ftaia or the Vieo* 
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INMitolt Witbia 1^ mtmth of ibe paaaingf of tbo Barbar'a order, direct that 
kfi ^MO be reopened only on the ^tiiids that material evidence bos not been 
MUadOred. 

Bajkiimar Digendra Singh, brother of His Highness the Eaja, has been appointed 
jnember of the Cherap Court, bringing the number up to six. 

The Pancheyet courts have five members each The members sit as a bench to 
in' eases which are decided by tho verdict of the majority. The Panchayet courts 
ty civil cases in which all the parties are Manipnris. They also try Criminal coses 
at the Bnral Panchayets have no power to impose sentences of imprisonments 
appeals from tiiese courts lie to the Cherap which also hears original, criminal and 
iril oases that are beyond the power of tho subordinate courts. 

The Darbar is the supremo court for all cases in which tho Manipuri population 
concerned. It aho tries original criminal cases which are beyond the jurisdie- 
Ion of the Cherap. 

During the year the Sadar Panchayet tried criminal cases in which J 72 persons 
lore concerned Of these 68 wore finally disposed of Tac Rural Panchayet courts 
lisposed of 234 accused persons. The Cherap and tho Darbar disposed of respectively 
lland 9 persons. 

The Darbar decided a case in which tho owner of a bouse was accused of mur- 
lering a thief who entered his liouse at night by cutting off one of his legs The 
iccused was acquitted of murder but convicted of causing grievous hurt. 

As appellate courts tho Cherap and the Darbar respectively received 15 and 27 
Criminal appeal petitions, all of which were disposed of during the year 

2 310 original civil suits wore instituted in the Cherap and Panchayet courts, 
^ which 27 were on account of landed property, as against 74 in the nrevious year, 
tod 1 909 were money suits, as against 1.902 in the previous year# Certain classes 
civil oases concerning land are disposed of by the 6ub- Deputy Collector, from 
iltiose decisions an appeal lies to tho Vice-President. 

The total value of suits of all kinds was lls. 50,765 as against Rs. 55,945 in 

previous year. The average duration of a case was one mouth and 15 days, 
ftol applications referring to the execution of decrees for Rs. j 5,857 were received 
hf these courts and 355, referring to Rs 16.881, were disposed of. 


Of the 187 civil appeals before the Durbar 180 were disposed of. The Cherap 
^ in their file 291 civil appeal suits of which 270 were disposed of. These 
Ittalts are highly satisfy otory. 


All original oases in which hillmcn are concerned are tried by the Vice-President, 
ppeals against the ortler of the Vice-President in criminal cases lie to the Political 
^ent, who also tries serious oases committed to his court by the Vice«Prc?sident and 
iiss in \^hich a British subject is a party. 


In the Hilt courts 141 accused persons wore brought to trial and 72 persons 
me disposed of , 'J he small proportion is due partly to iho fact tliat many cases 
« postponed for disposal when I go on tour in the hil Is, and ])artly to the fact 
mat owing tf) tho Census and olDor j)ressirig work I was obligrd to he absent from 
tho station on tour during the grealer [>.irt of tlu' (‘ncL o( tho year. 


One suit for landi^l property and 106 for money, in total value of Rs. 7,546, 
®tore filed as against J64i original suits valued at Rs. 7 029 in the previous year. 

Five Tangkliuls were sentenced to death hy the J^oUtical Agent during the year 
to dacoity with murder at Lamhui at the end of the previous year. His Honour 
m Lieutenant-Governor confirmed tho sentence and they were duly executed.

Of the dailj 
average population of 129*s2 only 4*28 on an average were sick four oonvh^ 
eseap^, but were recap turocU Two of tfae escaped prisoners of the previous year w^ 
also rooaptured during the year

male undertrial prisoners* '2 female undertrial prisoners. 4 Civil prisoners and \ 
lunatics in the Jail. Of the 119 male inmates 98 were Manipuris* 2a hill men aaj
